Eamon, 

I received a detailed drawing fron?i Ryan Keane that shows we will penetrate the former slip area in the northeast 
comer of the site when we Install the sheeting tie-backs. The previous remediation project cleared the areas we 
are working in to an elevation of 6 CCD. However, our last row or lowest row of tie backs start at an elevation of 
approximately 7 CCD and angle down to a level below 6 CCD. Therefore we will monitor for thorium when we 
install the t/vo tie backs that are shown on the attached documents. 

We will be jsing SAHCI, Stan A Huber Consultants Inc.. our contact there is Glenn Huber and he will be listed as 
our monitoring company. SAHCI has been the monitoring company for the duration of the remediation activities 
at the Lakeshore East site since the inception of the work, starting in 2002. 

The current schedule indicates that we will be at this area that requires monitoring the last week of April. We are 
copying the USEPA on this email to notify them of our activity and that we will be monitoring all activities that fall 
within the slip as outlined in their Feb. 9, 2005 letter (also attached). 

McHugh will list Glenn Huber and SAHCI as the monitoring agency in order to get the dig permit. Please advise if 
you have any questions or concerns regarding this scope of work.
